Among  "the  entertainments,  have  been  a  wiener  roast,  scavenger  hunt, 
candy  pulling,  a  banquet,  and  parties  on  many  special  occasions.  The 
activities  of  this  year  will  never  be  forgotten,  but  there  is  always  hope  that 
the  following  year  will  bring  forth  more  pleasure  and  greater  achievement.
